4 President Lincoln and the Man 
Who Had Saved His Life

There are many stories in the life of 
Abrabam Lincoln. Probably no man 
ever lived who was connected with 
More romances, But in them ali there 
fs something sad. It’ was a perivd of 
war in which these events of which he 
‘was the ceutral figure occurred, and 
oniy a very few of the romances ex- 
tracted from war have bappy termina. 
tions. No ote can lovk upon the por- 
‘trait of Abrabam Lincoln without see- 
ing there the solemnity of those four 
years when the boys of ’61 tu ‘65 were 
being mowed down like wheat, when 
every family in the north and in the 
south were mourners. 

Where is one event in the life of 
President Lincoln which, if certain 
efforts that were made had been un- 
successful, would have left nonexist- 
ent his leadership in the great struggle 
and he would have gone down in 
‘history simply as the man whuse elec- 
tion brought it on. True, it would 
have been adorned with the crown of 
martyrdom, but at the beginning in- 
stead of the end of his career. 

This is the story of bis escape from 
that earlier attempt to assasinate him 
which was a failure: 

It was in the spring of 1861, when 
secession sympathizers were plotting 
egainst the lines of communication 
leading frum the nationa! capital, that 
a man, middie aged, muscular and 
with a determined though tranquil 
face, appeared in Perrymausville, 
Md. He was a Pinkerton detective 
and had been sent there to discover 
plots to damage railroad property. 

When Mr. Lincoln went to Washing- 
ton for his first inauguration, having 
passed through New York,. he went 
southward on the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore and Obio railroads. Allan 
Pinkerton, chief of a Chicago detec- 
tive bureau, learned through a master 
machinist of the latter road that a 
mumber of secessionists had bound 
themselves by an oath to assassinate 
Mr. Lincoln while journeying to the 
capital. There was but little time to 
act, for the president elect was about 
to leave his home. When the assassi-

attack upon, him at sev- 
eral different points. The Perrymers- 
ville branch of the organization pre. 
tended to be a cavalry company. Web- 
ster, who, though of a quiet exte~for, 
knew how to sham very deep feeling 
against the Yankee government, at 
ence enrolled bouseif in this cavalry 
company. 

But getting into the company was 
far from getting its plans, and unfor- 
tunately there was very little time to 
discover them. Webster relied on his 
pretended hatred of the government to 
secure his initiation into the inner cir- 
cle. His ruse succeeded. He was in- 
vited to go to the house of the captain 
of the company, but not to say a word 
about the invitation. In a room every 
window of which was _ protected 
against hearing and seeing from the 
outside he met men from the central 
point of the conspiracy, Baltimore, and 
‘was received as one of the planners 
of the work to be Jone. 

Seated about a table, the party dis- 
cussed different methods of assassi- 
mating the president elect. Webster, 
being a\new man and of a reserved 
disposition. listened to the others, only 
occasionally pointing out some weak 
spot in a proposition or suggesting a 
way to obviate it. Before the confer- 
ence broke up it had been decided to 
shoot Mr. Lincoln at the depot as he 
was passing through Baltimore on the 
234 of March. 

Webster now had the plans in bis 
possession. Taking himself away 
‘from the so called cavalry company, 
be went where he could safely commu. 
micate with his chief, Allan Pinkerton. 
On the night of the 2ist of February 
Pinkerton met Mr. Lincoln at the Con- 
tinental hotel at Philadelphia and re- 
vealed the plot. 

The question now arose how, having 
the plan, to defeat it. A ruse was 
adopted. Instead of going on to Wash 
ington direct, Mr. Lincoin was taken 
northwest to Harrisburg. But it wa3 
mo easy job to turn the gaze of mil- 
Hons of people from the most promi- 
ment figure ip the land witb hosts of 
Mewspaper correspondents watching 
his every movement. ‘The telegraph 
wires leading out of Harrisburg were 
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a a ee nn a

his services. The only raiifoad thour- 


cugbfare between the northern Atian- 
tic states and the capital was continu- 
ally threaténed. Indeed, there was no 
safety on any line connecting the capi- 
tal with the rest of the country. Even 
dispatches were not safe in transit. 
The first work done by Webster after 
foiling the intention of the Baltimore 
zonspirators was to carty some impor- 
tant papers through to the president. 
Webster found the railroad bridges 
burned by the sécessionists. 
the route through Huvre de Grace, 
where a long bridge was destroyed, he 
was rowed across the river and bired 
a wagon to take him onward. He was 
obliged to pass through Perrymans- 
ville, and the wagon was stopped by 
the cavalry company in which Web- 
ster had enlisted foraspy. He was rec- 
ognized, but fortunately for him the fact 
that he had revealed their plot to the 
government was not known to them. 

Webster traveled on in company 
with an Englishman whose confidence 
be won, and the man revealed to him 
that be was bearing dispatches to 
southern sympathizers in Washington. 
When the two reached the environs of 
the capital, Webster, meeting one 
whom he knew to be a Union man, 
sent word by bim to the picket guard 
that he wished them to arrest both 
him and his companion. This was 
done, but as soon as they were sepa- 
rated Webster was released and went 
to the White House. There he was at 
once admitted to Mr. Lincoln and. 
taking off his coat and vest, ripped 
open the lining and produced the dis- 
patches. They and those found on the 
Englishman were of vital importance. 
Possibly the latter were the more im- 
portant, since they revealed that the 
president was living in a city where 
numbers of the enemy’s sympathizers 
were plotting for the capture of the 
capital. 

Webster, though he did not serve 
Mr. Lincoln personally, accomplished 
a great work for him as president. The 
spy played a double game. He would 
go south as a soutbern man and enter 
the service of the government for the 
purpose of giving them information of 
the designs of the Federal govern- 
ment. There he pretended to be a 
Federal spy when he was really a Con- 
federate spy. He was from the first a 
Pinkerton detective, and when Pinker- 
ton organized the military secret serv- 
ice bureau of the United States gov- 
ernment Webster entered. that service 
and worked for the pay he received 
in it. Ordinarily it is hard to tell 
which side a spy playing this double 
game is really working for. But 
Webster in the beginning saved the 
life of the president elect and con- 
tinued to take him important informa- 


true or would pot avail it. 

This being a story of Mr. Lincoln 
rather than Webster, the many re- 
markable romances in the life of the 
latter during his term of service must 
be passed over without even a cata- 
logue of them. Finally, though suf- 
fering from rheumatism, he started 
south in company with a Miss Lewis, 
who was in his confidence. The trip 
was to be his last incursion into the 
south. Unfortunately he was laid up 
a long while in Richmond with rbeu- 
matism, Miss Lewis nursed him. 
During this time nothimg was heard 
from him at Washington, and the 
president and others who knew of his 
mission became anxious about him. 
It was determined to send the mem- 
bers of the secret service force south 
to look for bim. 

The two men went to Richmond. 
They learned that Webster was lying 
fll at a hotel and blundered by going 
directly to see him without communi- 
cating with him. In his room they 
found a Confederate and were rash 
enough to band him_a letter from Al- 
lan Pinkerton which, they said, came 
from a friend of his in Baltimore. 
They came again and unfortunately 
met an officer from the provost mar- 
shal’s office. This meeting led to their 
examination. They were identified by 
a person who knew them, and all was 
lost, 

When the news came to General Mc- 
Clellan's beadquarters that the two 
men had been arrested as spies and 
had implicated Webster, Allan Pinker- 
ton burried to Washington to see Mr. 
Lincoln and discover if anything could 
be done to save them. Singularly 
enough, Webster had saved Lincoln's 
life, and now Lincoln was called upon 
to save Webster’s life, 

Mr, Lincoln called a special meeting 
of the cabinet to devise means to save 
the spies’ lives. Nothing could be 
done except to communicate through 
the secretary of war calling the atten- 
tion of the authorities at Richmond to 
the fact that the United States gov- 
ernment bad always been lenient to 
Confederate spies and had never tried 
or sentenced to death any one caught 
carrying information. The message 
closed with a threat of inaugurating a 
different code in future if the spies 
were executed. 

Neither the fact pointed out por the 
threat availed. Webster was hanged, 
Miss Lewis was imprisoned for a 
year, and the two’men who caused the 
tragedy were imprisoned for twenty- 
two months. It is not probable that 
they would have escaped bad they not 
aplicated Webster. But it must be 
femembered that they bad only indt- 
rectly been spies.

When not too lazy to 
breathe, an occasional muskrat or 
mink skin furnished a precarious ex- 
And when the white man 
came along, the crumbs that fell from 
his table were not despised by his 
red brothers, and they would often 
camp alongside of him and laboriously 
move along. 

With their well-known instinct of 
true gallantry they would kindly per- 
mit the squawe and a smal] retinue 
of dogs, never absent, to pack heavy 
loads of their belongings, while the 
haughty chieftain strode along in the 
lead with nothing heavier to carry 
than an old musket.

PROF. HUTTON’S HUMOR. 


He Discusses University Staff in 
Classic Fashion. 
Prof. Maurice Hutton, principal 


of University College, has a reputa- 
tion for classic wit and refined speech 
pethaps without parallel in all Can- 
ada. Hig recent address at a college 
dinner was a masterpiece. Replying 
to the toast of the Faculty, he dis. 
cussed the ‘‘University Professor” as 
a genius, in his inimitable style, and 
concluded with mirth-provoking allu 
sions to the Faculty of our own Uni- 
versity. 

“And now, sir,” he said, “by thea» 
cautious and innocent periphrares and 
paraphrase; I approach our own pro- 
fessors. But, sir, I have already on 


| other occasions paid my. glowing tri- 


bute to these friends of my bosom; 
and here in his Residence dining-hal! 
hot chestnuts are not served; it is 
only in Paris that the deliciqus fruit 
is at hand at every corner, cheer 
and cousole the dark and waning au- 
tumn days; and to Paris it is a far 
ery. 

“Suffice it then to say that our 

rofessors also are as incalculable, as 

iversified, as those elsewhere. You 
never know them by their appearances 
only; you never can interpret them 
merely from their chairs. e have a 
Professor of Ethics, and he drives, ot 
drove at least when I last left Canada, 
a hoarse; would that all dealers in 
horseflesh professed ethics; so would 
some of them at least practice it, nay. 
more, it was a pale horse, and one’s 
imagination turned to the Book of 
Revelation and to the pale horse 
there and the man who sat thereon; 
whose chair was a pale horse. And 
yet you would be mistaken if you set 
down our professor horseman as a 
soldier and a man of Death and 
Slaughter; he is the keenest anti-mili- 
tarist on our staff.” 

“And yet once more: in England 
(it has been said) men carry the 
svirit of sport into war; in America 
the spirit of war into sport; well, we 
have our sports professor, the Profes- 
sor of Oriental literature; no footbal! 
game is complete without him; he is 
as inseparable from the Rugby team 
as theif mascot; but, be careful, or 
you will be again mistaken, this lover 
of athletics has a horror of war; he 
also is anti-militarist. 

“And our militarists then, where 
are they? Why in the department of 
Mathematics of all pldces, two of 
them in that department already: mili- 
tarists, and the third half-way towards 
militarism; for the third member of 
the department, the third (or solid) 
dimension of their space, besides b»- 
ing the greatest punster and humor- 
ist of our staff, and the best dancer, 
is also the invariable attendant at 
Niagara Camp dances and at other 
military dancing; the virus of militar. 
ism has reached at least his legs, 
Have I not said enough to prove that 
our professors are as incalculable, as 
many-sided as their polygons. 

‘You cannot prophesy of them from 
their ones I a Kone can you 
nterrret Vv eir appearance. 
The Prarcsso™ ot 
wan, very young and very luy indeed; 
his speech betrayeth him, but our 
Professor of History, who is an elder- 
ly clergyman, is invariably taken for 
a stock broker, with whom indeed he 
has deep affinities; he might have 
passed into aviation and we should 
none of us have wondered, one form 
of sky piloting succeeding another, 
but to become a stock broker is a sea- 
change rich and rare, possible only to 
a professor. Let me conclude my eu- 
logy by quoting of our Faculty the 
words used by a previous orator on a 
kindred theme, ‘age cannot wither, 
hor can custom stale their infinite

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BELIEVED IN CANADA 


AND J. L. ENGLEHART CAME AT A 
TIME OF BIG EXODUS. 


The Man Who Is Now at the Head of 
Ontario’s Public Railway Came 
From the United States In the Ear- 
ly Eighties—Is a Man of Private 
Means and Loves His Work and 
His Employes. 


It was in the eighties, when all the 
talk was of Canadians trekking to 
the United States, that geveral Ameri- 
cans of greater foresight reversed the 
process and came to Canada. 

In their ranks Were numbered not 
only such en oe as the 
late Ezra B. Eddy.of Hull, Que., and 
the late Hiram Walker of Walkerville, 
who built up businesses which are, 
known practically throughout the 
Empire, but also such railway mag- 
nates as Sir William Van Horne, Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy and Mr.-©. M. 
Hays. To this honorable roll belongs 
by right the name of Jacob Lewis 
Englehart, chairman of the Temiskam- 
ing & Northern Ontario Railway Com- 
mission, and vice-president of the Im- 
perial Oil Co., Ltd.—a man who repre- 
sents a type of worthy, useful, self- 
made and splendid citizenship none 
too frequently met with in Canada. 

Mr. B lehart was born in Cleve- 
land, Ohfo, Nov. 2, 1847, his parents 
being John Jdel Englehart and Man- 
nah Richards Englehart. His school- 
days were brief, for he left Cleveland 
in 1860, at the age of thirteen years, 
and went t New York, where he en- 
tered the Pine street offices of Sonn- 
born, Drafoo & Co., an oil-exporti 
firm, as clerk and rose by his own ef- 
forts to. be a partner in the concern. 
In 1870 Mr, Englehart came to Ontario 


} 


um MBocly Le ENGLEBART,, 
investigate the oil fields, and, per- 
ceiving their possibilities, he decided 
upon the establishment of the. first 
refining works for export in Ontario. 
While retaining his New York con- 
nection, he founded the firm of J. L. 
Englehart & Co. at London. After six 
ears of guccess in London Mr. Engle- 
art sold out, and was on the point 
of returning to the United States, 
when he purchased the works of the 
Carbon Oi] Co., and moved them to 
Petrolia, where the principal oil wells 
were located, hinrself becoming a resi- 
dent of the town. In 1881 the Imper- 
ial Oil Co. was established, Mr. Engle- 
hart becoming vice-president, a posi- 
tion which: he still holds. The com- 
pany was reorganized in 1891, and the 
refineries removed to Sarnia. ~ j 
_ After definitely deciding to remain 
in Canada, he had assumed British 
citizenship, and chose~ Conservatism 
as his political faith. He took part in 
many election cgnteste, but sought no 
political honors. When the Whitney 
Government assumed power Mr. En- 
penart's prominence as a successful 
usiness man and his intimate knowl- 
edge of railway affairs marked him 
‘out for preferment when the Temis- 
kaming Commission was being reor- 
anized. On his return from Europe 
in 1906 he was appointed to member- 
ship on the commission, and whem 
Mr. Cecil B. Smith resigned the chair- 
manship soon after, Mr. Englehart 
was regarded as his logical successor 
for this important post. 

The salient characteristics of Mr. 
Englehart are his simultaneous grasp 
of the broadest aspect and the most 
minute detail of any subject, and hie 
unfailing coarteny and aftability. 

The visitor to the offices of the com- 
mission finds its head easy of access, 
urbane of manner, debonair of person, 
and unvaryingly genial and obliging.

In 
the three months and ten days he 
was in London one winter as an M.P., 
he had only expended £64 7s. 6d. 
Among the entries in this remarkable 
bo-xk were smal] sums for Nottingham 
ale; 18d. for dinners; 5s. to Bob 
nore afterwards the Earl of Ox- 
ford, 

Another anecdote is told of a Mr. 
Stuart, a city coal merghant, who, on 
becomin, proprietor of The Courier, 
newspaper, went to see Lord Grey, 
and bluntly offered that Minister the 
support of the paper—which up to 
then had advocat totally different 
views—in exchange for Treasury pat- 
Pg, Lord Grey indignantly rang 
the bell, and told the footman “to 
show that gentleman to the door.” 

it was auring the time that Pitt 
resided in Downing Street that “‘the 
Heaven-born Minister,” fell in love 
with Eleanor Eden, the daughter of 
Lord Auckland. Society was much in- 
terested in the affair, and it was fully 
expected that the engagement would 
be. publicly announced. Pitt, hew- 
ever, explained in a long letter to 
Lord Auckland that there were ‘“‘de- 
cisive and insurmountable” obstacles 
to the union. Much correspondence 
followed. The father described his 
daughter as “good, generous, frank, 
cheerful, and gentle,”’ and the ‘“‘fair 
pride of our lives.” Pitt, in addition 
to being’in financial difficulties, was 
in a delicate state of health, and he 
adhered to his former decision, al- 
though there can be little doubt he 
had a sincere affection for Miss Eden, 
for when the latter afterwards mar- 
ried Lord Hobart, it is reported that 
Pitt’s heart was almost broken. 

To come to much later times, few 
people are aware of the fact that Mr. 
Gladstone (to whose famous break- 
fast-parties in Downing Street many 
distinguished persons were invited, 
and who was generally known as a 
strenuous politician) had a jocose and 
genial side to his nature, which was 
especially attractive. His married life 
has been described as one long hon- 
eymoon; and jn his earlier days he 
could so unbend ag to be induced to 
sing a song. One of his favorites was 
the “Tinker’s Song,’’ which had the 
following ‘‘giddy” refrain:— 


A ragamuffin husband and a ranti- 
ling wife, 
we'll, fiddle it and scrape it 
Through the ups and downs of life. 
In this connection it may be point- 
ed out that Lord Gladstone has in- 
herited his father’s love of music, and 
one of his lordship’s pleasures in life 
is to join in singing duets with his 
wife.—London Globe.

Human tree dwellers are not yet 
extinct. A Malayan newspaper de- 
scribes an interesting discovery made 
in South Canara. The Kudiyas, living 
near Mangalore, include, it appears, 
a clan who have become tree dwellers 
by necessity.

One does not usually think of legth- 
er as a material with which engravers 
and sculptors could do effective work, 
and yet hundreds of years ago amaz- 
ing results were obtained by artists | 
who had the Reoy todas and the pati- 
ence to achieve success. Collectors 
who have devoted their time to search- 
ing for leather art work have been 
richly rewarded in Spain. 

The leather made at Cordova of dog 
and goat skins gave that city a repu. 
tation which has endured until to-day, 
and this pliable material was doubt- 
less the means of enabling the Span 
ish leather workers to excel the crafts- 
men in other lands. 

During the sixteenth century, when 
the Spanish manikin wine jugs were 
made, the art was at its height. Often 
these manikins were of an ironical] po- 
litical character or were satires on 
leading ecclesiastical rulers. 

These jugs were usually made of 
thin wood, wax or cement and were 
then covered with leather that had 
been boiled to qa pulp. The features 
were then worked in as desired. The 
leather wag allowed to harden and 
was stained Black and polished. They 
thus became objects of real beauty as 
well as curiosities. Some of these 
wine jugs resemble polished ebony. 


Queer Coronation Gifts. 

One of the most extraordinary gifts 
made on the coronation day of Ed- 
ward I. was that of 500 horses which 
had been used by the royal princes 
and other personages in the proces- 
sion to Westminster Abbey. These 
horses, all richly caparisoned and har- 
nessed just ag they were, were let 
loose into the very midst of the mob 
after the banquet in Westminster 
Hall that always succeeded a corona- 
tion in those days. The people in the

My wife and I have decided with re- 
gard to Justicia’s wail of woe that her 
case is not exceptional.. But whose fault 
is it that her condition is such? She an- 
swers that question herself when she 
says: “I don't know a thing about. cook- 
ing or waiting and can't (might she not 
truly say won't?) wait to be taught.” 
Her expenses, according to her own fig- 
ures, are $6.25 per wek at the lowest. 
But as even a slip of a girl cannot sub- 
sist on @ §-cent sandwich for lunch, and 
restaurant keepers are not in the busi- 
ness for their héalth, 15 cents for noon 
lunch is a moderate allowance, bringing 
her expenses up to $7.15 per week, leav- 
ing her a net balance of $2.85 for a 
week's earning. Any girl that shows the 
least inclination to learn or perform 
household duties can easily get $8 a 
week, In addition to a room, board and 
washing, with a prospect of a raise 
within three months, and almost always 
Thureday afternoon off, and she is not 
bossed by #® man and frowned upon if 
she sits down for five minutes. 

When I saw the cashgiris, bundle wrap- 
pers, etc., behind the counters recently 
in One of the big city stores, I pitied 
them, but I could not help forming an 
opinion of the parents or guardians that 
would sacrifice their own flesh and blood 
to such drudgery. Of the older ones, I 
thought less, as they had evidently chosen 
their lot for themselves. My wife and I 
have one daughter. As my earnings were 
never more than $10 a week, and my wife 
was much of an invalid, besides our bury- 
ing three children, every little bit would 
have helped; but I simply could not bear 
the thought of sending my child out as 
a shopgirl,. come what might. She learn- 
ed housekeeping of her mother, although 
her inclinations were for stenography and 
bookkeeping. Now, at 22, she is happily 
married. Two years ago she and her 
husband began housekeeping with nothing 
ahead, but, thanks to her good manage- 
ment and her husband's industry and 
mood «sense, they can look upon the 
future with hope, although he is but a 
laborer, with ten months’ work each year. 
Had his wife been a . she would 
not have known how to manage on his 
smail income, and would have been ig- 
norent of how to cook end make the

Even in this day of all vocations 
for women it is difficult for them to 
get away from the position to which 
they have been trained for years past, 
An amusing instance of this came to me 
the other day. A young woman of my 
acquaintance whom I would never have 
suspected of the least leanings toward 
domesticity, so thoroughly did she seem 
to have been emancipated by her of- 
fice employments from anything approx- 
imating a home, called mé up by tele- 
phone. 

“May I come up tomorrow evening 
and use your machine for half an 
hour?” she asked. I hesitated, my mind 
running Over the coffee machine, the 
washing machine, the vacuum cleaning 
machine, the typewriter. Which did she 
meat? 

“You said you had been working at 
your machine the other day, and I 
thought perhays you wayld let me come 
up and run up a shirtwaist with it,” 
the voice went on. 

“I meant the writing machine,” I ex- 
plained. “I Gon't own a sewing ma- 
chine.” 

There was an exclamation of disap- 
pointment and then a laugh. 

“Isn't i funny that I should trave 
taken it for granted a machine could be 
only a sewing machine?” she said, “I 
don’t believe I'm eo free from femi- 
ninity as some people seem to think, 
after all!”
